P&Z Rules Changed; Rail Signs Nixed 


City Adds $400,000,10' Bonds Tax ; Promotes Manager

City Commissioners gave 


preliminary approval Tuesday 
to a 1973-74 budget of $2,868,078 
submitted 
by Acting City 


Manager Dick Ballenger and 
moments later unanimously 
approved hiring Ballenger as 
Corsicana's permanent city 
manager. 


They later voted to amend the 


regulations of the Planning and 
Zoning Commission — recently 
a storm-center of city govern- 
ment — to allow Commissioner 
Stroube's father-in-law and 


another P&Z member to serve 
out terms of office for which 
they had not been eligible under 
former provisions. 


Ballenger had been acting 


city 
manager 
since 
the 


resignation July 4 of Jack 
Russell and was hired at the 
same annual salary of $17,000 
which Russell had received. 


City officials had indicated to 


Ballenger last week at an in- 
formal budget work session 
they were highly pleased with 
his services over the past two 
months and were considering 
naming him permanently at 


Tuesday's meeting. 


The budget ordinances setting 


the 1973 tax rate at 88 cents on 
the $100 valuation — an increase 
of 10 cents over the last year 
rate — and the ordinance ap- 
propriating $2,868,078 from 
various funds for over-all 
operation of the City must be 
passed a second and final time 
at the Sept. 18 meeting before 
the start of the new fiscal year 
Oct. 1. This compares with the 
current year's budget of 
$2,476,925. 


In submitting the proposed 


budget for review at the work 


session, Ballenger termed it a 
balanced budget with projected 
expenditures within anticipated 
revenues and including reserve 
funds of $8,620 in the total 
general fund of $1,593,200. 


The budget provides for a five 


per cent salary increase for 
Corsicana's classified service 
personnel and an approximate 
4.5 per cent hike for the un- 
classified city personnel. 


THE 88 CENT TAX RATE 


includes 60 cents going to the 
general fund (no change), three 
cents to the library main- 


tenance fund and 25 cents to the 
General Obligation Interest and 
Sinking Fund, up from 15 cents 
last year, for the purpose of 
retiring tax bonds approved last 
November by the voters. 


In his 
budget 
message, 


Ballenger points out that 
Corsicana's total assessed 
valuation came to $96,640,466, 
less $3,186,900 in exemptions 
granted to persons 65 and over, 
leaving a 
net 
tax 
roll of 


$95,453,666. 


Based on 95 per cent collec- 


tion, the 60 cents general 
operating tax rate is expected to 
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City Rejects Offer 
On Hall Site Property 


City officials Tuesday voted to reject an offer 


by Ronald Willis of $33,900 for a lot and house on 
the site for the new city hall complex and 
outlined its own counter proposal, including the 
possibility of condemnation if the offer isn't 
accepted. 


Commissioner Geral Nichols asked what was 


the last "offer" the City had received from 
Willis on his property, the final parcel needed 
for the city hall site. 


Comm. H. R. Stroube Jr. replied "$33,900. It 


was $28,900 plus $5,000." He added that Willis- 
had told the City he has made $8,900 in ad- 
ditional improvements to the house on the lot 
over his purchase price and he wants $5,000 
more for it. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood inquired if the city 


had made a counter offer, and Stroube and City 
Attorney Glenn Stewart said that it hadn't to 
that time. Nichols said he would be "willing to 
go $22,500 and he (Willis) can move the house." 
Stroube countered: "What if he doesn't want 
the house? If you are going to condemn it you 
have to condemn it as it stands." 


Mayor Youngblood said she felt they needed 


a motion to "deny" Willis's offer and make a 
counter offer if they were going to proceed with 
negotiations. Comm. Stroube said he wanted 
the City to "stay out of the courthouse", if 
possible, adding "I don't think you realize 
juries don't always come up with the decisions 
you want to hear most of the time." 


Nichols said he didn't want to go to court in a 


lawsuit either, but neither did he want to "go 
for $33,900 on a building he paid $20,000 for" and 
offered a motion that the Commission "deny" 
the $33,900 offer from Willis on the property. 
Comm. Bob Scott seconded the motion, and the 
Mayor declared a voice vote carried without 
dissent. 


CITY ATTORNEY Stewart said he felt if the 


Commission intended to make a counter offer, 
it should make one both ways — with and 
without the house — as Willis had already told 
the City he couldn't move the house in a con- 
dition that he could use it. 


Stewart and Stroube reminded the Com- 


mission that Willis had already told the City he 
didn't want to sell. Stroube said if Corsicana 
offered as the only alternative a price of $22,500 
"I think you will be going to the courthouse". 


Comm. P. D. Fullwood said they should get 


some appraisals on the property and inquire 
into the costs of moving off the house and that 
this information could possibly be developed in 
another week's time. Comm. Stroube pointed 
out, however, if they sought an appraisal and a 
condemnation action did result, then the ap- 
praisal information would go into the court 
record. 


Mayor Youngblood recalled to the Com- 


missioners that on Aug. 7 they had voted to 
proceed to negotiate for purchase of property in 
the block with Comm. Scott making further 
provision in his motion that in event they 
couldn't negotiate purchase of any property the" 
City would proceed with condemnation. She 
asked City Attorney Stewart what he would 
advise. 


Stewart said he "had rather see the Com- 


mission authorize somebody to negotiate 
further rather than sending out a set figura" on 
a City counter offer. 


Nichols asked Fullwood if he thought there is 


any chance of selling the house if the City were 
to purchase both house and lot, and Fullwood 
acknowledged that he did, but speculated it 
might take time to find a buyer. 


Comm. Nichols then made a two-fold motion: 


That the City offer Willis $22,500 and let him 
keep the house, or give him $28,900 and the City 
keep the house "and this be our final offer—if 
he denies (refuses) this, we proceed with 
condemnation." Comm. Scott seconded and 
Mayor Youngblood called for a vote, an- 
nouncing it was unanimously approved. 


Earlier, Stewart had informed the Com- 


mission that Mrs. Wassell's 
son, who 


represented her in the negotiations, has 
recently requested that Mrs. Wassell be 
allowed to keep a building at the rear of her lot, 
described as a garage with living quarters. 
Stewart said the original option agreement 
called for her to keep her home in selling her lot 
to Corsicana, with nine months to sell it or 
move it off herself. Stroube noted "that wasn't 
our original deal (that she also would keep he 
rear building)" but added he had talked with 
Stewart about the fact that it would be difficult 
and expensive to move and therefore not as 
valuable to the City. In response to Nichols' 
inquiry as to how much time she wants and 
what other stipulation had been made. 


County Changes Mind, Sends 
County Manpower Office to Greenville

Navarro 
County Com- 


missioners voted three to one 
Tuesday to rescind an Aug. 14 
order of the Court naming the 
Navarro County Action Com- 
mittee as administrator of the 
county manpower program. 
The move was made upon the 
recommendation of the North 
Central Texas Council of 
Governments 
which, 
the 


Council 
announced, "has 


decided to sub-contract with 
three agencies, instead of four, 
as originally proposed, for 
service delivery." 


According to a letter to the 


Commissioner's Court from 
Imajean Gray Newell, director 
of Regional Manpower Prime 
Sponsorship for NCTOG, the 
Council believes "this will 
facilitate 
more 
efficient, 


economical, and harmonious 
program operation," she said. 


The NCTOG recommendation 


approved by the Court names 
the Hunt County ISO as sub- 
contractor 
for administering 


the Navarro County manpower 
program. The Hunt County 
School Board "has successfully 
operated manpower programs 
in Hunt, Rockwall, and Kauf- 
man Counties for the last few 
years," the NCTOG director 
states in the letter. Cleveland 
Williams, an employe of the 
Hunt County ISO is to be 
responsible for program ad- 
ministration. 


Billy 
Hargrove, Com- 


missioner of Pet. 2, was the only 
member of the Court to vote 
against the action, saying "I 
believe it's the manpower 
program a Navarro County 
program, not Hunt County." 


The primary reason given for 


the change, which was put to a 
motion by Commissioner Arlon 
Simmons, is that the manpower 
program "might" lose funding 
if the Commissioner's Court 
failed to go along with the 
NCTOG 
recommendation. 


Voting in favor of switching 
manpower administration from 
NCAC to the Hunt County ISO 
were Commissioners Simmons, 
Ellis Montgomery, and J. A. 
(Junior) Penney. Judge Dunn 
did not vote. 


JUDGE DUNN AND Penney 


pointed out that Hunt County 
may sub-contract with NCAC to 
administer 
the 
manpower 


program in Navarro County. 


Arguing unsuccessfully in 


favor of NCAC at the Com- 
missioners' 
meeting 
were 


NCAC Executive 
Director 


Jerome Vacek and Walter 
Merrell. Merrell said he is 
certain that a move by the Court 
to let NCAC continue ad- 
ministering the manpower 
program, rather than NCT- 
COG's recommendation, would 
not cause a loss of funds to the 
County. 


On Aug. 14, NCAC officials 


persuaded the Commissioners' 
Court—in a 3-1 vote with Sim- 
mons saying "No" to allow 


NCAC 
to 
administer 
the 


program, which is to be 
operated with $50,000 allocated 
by the Office of 
Economic 


Opportunity 
through 
the 


Department of Labor and, in 
turn, through NCTOG. NCAC 
has been designated by the 
Johnson 
County Com- 


missioners' Couret to carry out 
a manpower program there, 
Vacek told Navarro Com- 
missioners. NCAC members 
also hope Ennis will allow them 
to administer the program. 


If administration 
of the 


program in the three counties is 
combined, Vacek has pointed 
out, allocations would total 
$218,000—a considerable in- 
crease in funds. 


Prior to making the motion 


which resulted in canceling 
NCAC's 
manpower 
ad- 


ministrative authority in the 
county, Commissioner Sim- 
mons expressed dissatisfaction 
with objections Vacek voiced in 
The Daily Sun Aug. 17. Vacek 
was quoted in an article by Rob 
Meckel as objecting to fund 
reductions by NCTCOG. He said 
the Council had taken money 
from rural counties without 
consulting local elected of- 
ficials. The Council's Regional 
Manpower Planning Council 
sliced $129,000 from the funds 
allocated for the Manpower 
Development Training Act 
(MDTA). This money has been, 
in effect, taken from the 14 rural 
counties in NCTOG for use in 
the big city areas within

region.

The new requirements are the 
result of Senate Bill No. 11, 
which took effect Aug. 27. 


The Commissioners were 


informed by the Office that 
"Heretofore, election precincts 
were required to have resident 
therein a minimum of 50 
registered 
voters. 
This 


minimum has been raised to 100 
registered voters. 


Ten Navarro County towns 


fail to meet the new minimum 
requirements of registered 
voters. 


In Precinct 1, the town of 


Navarro has only 81 registered 
voters. In Precinct 2, Petty's 
Chapel has just 39 voters, and 
Roane has 71. In Precinct 3, 
Corbet has 60 voters, Rushing 
44, and V/ inkier 65. There are 
four tow/is in Precinct 4 with 
less than 100 registered voters, 
including Dresden with 67, 
Drane with 68, Navarro Mills, 
78, a'.id Emmett 63. 


The Commmissioners agreed 


to have a special workshop next 
Monday to decide how the 
below-minimum precincts can 
most conveniently be combined 
with other voting boxes. 


Judge Dunn read to the Court 


a letter from Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe stating a Division of 
Planning Coordination study 
"indicates that Navarro County 
is more closely tied at this time 
with the North Central Texas 
State 
Planning 
Region. 


Therefore we feel that the best 
interests of statewide and local 
planning would be served if 
Navarro County remains within 
the North Central Texas State 
Planning Region for purposes of 


area-wide

Ballenger noted in the budget 


that the City will provide $28,636 
derived from the property tax 
rate of three cents on the $100 
valuation toward operation of 
the library, and $6,000 again this 
year derived from sales tax 
revenue also will be used for 
library 
maintenance. The 


current year's three cent rate 
provided the library with 
$26,995 along with $6,000 from 
sales tax revenues. 


The budget notes that the 


newly created Traffic Safety 
Department is fully funded by a 
state grant of $23,000.

delivery in 45 days after order. 
The company submitted an 
alternate bid of $32,521 on a 
custom-built 
model 
with 


delivery in 180 days after order; 
both would 
have three-man 


cabs. Sales representative 
Warren Schaumburg said these 
were the only units of equip- 
ment his firm could bid and 
meet the six months delivery 
time City Manager Ballenger 
had told him Corsicana wanted. 


W. A. Neel, sales represen- 


tative for Boardman, said he 
didn't recall being 
informed 


Corsicana had to have delivery 
in six months or that it would 
consider accepting a unit dif- 
ferent 
to 
its 
advertised 


specifications or he could have 
come in with a proposal on a 
demonstrator 
for 
a 
few 


thousand dollars less. 


Ballenger 
said 
the

department has one 750 pumper 
out of service now due to a 
cracked cylinder block which 
may cost more than $4,000 to

"no signal light is needed at any 
railroad intersection in the city. 
In our opinion, this signal will

hazards that exist at Cor- 
sicana grade crossing." It went 
on: "However, in determining 
which crossing would have 
priority, the committee feels 
that Dobbins Road and First 
Avenue crossings are equally 
hazardous. 
Therefore, 
the 


committee recommends that 
both 
these 
crossings 
be 


signalized or no signals be in- 
stalled at all." 


Comm. Nichols said he didn't 


agree with the report and 
couldn't see how the panel came 
up 
with 
such 
a 
recom- 


mendation. Slaughter said stop 
signs already are installed at 
the crossings and signalizing 
Dobbins Road crossing still 
wouldn't solve the problem of a 
train on the passing track ob- 
scuring vision of the main track 
as motorists approach. He said 
the problem was more getting 
the trains broken at a greater 
distance from the crossing to 
allow better vision, or breaking 
long trains to reduce im- 
pediment of motoring traffic.

PAY FOR POOR CARE 


BATON ROUGE, La. (AP) - 


The Baton Rouge State-Times 
reports Louisiana is paying 
$115,740 a year to a dilapidated 
and poorly equipped privately 
operated center in Texas to care 
for 35 mentally retarded and 
emotionally disturbed Loui- 
siana children. 


The newspaper said Wednes- 


day the center, Wood Acres, lo- 
cated in Conroe, Tex., is run by 
William R. Wilson, formerly of 
New Roads, La. The article said 
two children at the center are 
from Texas and the 35 from 
Louisiana range in age from 
seven to 22. 


A State-Times reporter who 


visited Wood Acres said it does 
not meet the minimum child 
care standards of the Texas 
Welfare Department and is 
being investigated by the Texas 
attorney general and other state 
agencies.

activation for the PEDIA 
organization created under the 
wing of the Navarro County 
Consultation Center began this 
week with Registered Nurse 
Ann Logan of Frost registering 
for a Pediatric Nurse Prac- 
titioner Training Program at 
Texas Womens University 
School of Nursing at Dallas, 
according to Rose Praisner, 
director of PEDIA. 


Mrs. Logan was employed 


until last year as the school 
nurse for the Navarro County 
School District. The County 
School Board of Trustees during 
mid-August approved a budget 
which eliminated the school 
nurse job because, according to 
Supt. J. H. Lanier, sufficient 
funds were not available to pay 
her salary. 


PEDIA originally stood for

salary was being paid to the 
nurse or to other people working 
in the PEDIA program. She 
said the nurse "will be on the 
PEDIA staff; and although she 
will not be providing the nursing 
services to the public until 
January, she will be "doing 
some work here in the office" 
during the next four months. 


The nurse will work from an 


office at the Navarro County 
Consultation Center, 216% N. 
Main St., but will operate well- 
baby— well-child 
clinics 


through the county, 
Mrs. 


Praisner said, noting that "the 
medical 
services will be 


available to the approximately 
2,601 children ages 0-6 in 
Navarro County. Eligibility and 
fees will be based on income 
and family members supported. 
The program will be operated 
by a PNP who will hold five 
clinics a week, three days a 
week in Corsicana and two days 
a week in the county.

Lang is $7,200. Mrs. Praisner 
said she also receives a salary 
for being director of the 
Navarro County Consultation 
Center but that her total salary 
did not increase when she took 
on the job as director of PEDIA. 
She said "our salaries are 
exactly what they have always 
been". 


Mrs. Praisner 
emphasized 


that the NCC budget and the 
PEDIA budget are two separate 
budgets and there is "no 
commingling of those funds." 


The fourth employe working 


in the PEDIA program is Linda 
Rodgers, who is a secretary. 


Mrs. Praisner said the total 


amount of money allocated by 
the Office of Early Childhood 
Development, Texas Depart- 
ment of Community Affairs, to 
the NCCC for operation of the 
PEDIA program this fiscal year 
was $64,000. The money was 
paid in three phases. It allows 
as much as $5,000 to be spent 
during the four-month planning 
period, but less than $4,000 was 
spent. 


MRS. PRAISNER SAID big 


expenses this year will be for 
transportation and equipment. 
She anticipates that PEDIA will 
receive another $64,000 for the 
next fiscal year.
